June this year representing himself as th< 
state agent of South Dakota for the Citi 
zens' Life association, of Cherokee, Iowa, 
He immediately proceeded to organino the 
state in a systematic manner to solicit lift 
insurance. Agents wero appointed aiming 
tho farmers and lalKiring classes. The at- 
-traci ive feature of his plan was to issue a 
conjoint policy covering both man and wife, 
and in some instances the entire family. 
Business came pouring in at an euormouh 
rate, notes or cash being taken for premi- 
ums. When a note was taken it was sold 
at whatever figure the local bank was will- 
ing to pay for it. 


An KiHuni.ius Amount of ItiiMiicss. 
"The company Turner represented had no 


authority to do business in this state, nor di< 
Turner or any of tho agents have a certifi- 
cate of authority issued by my office. 
Their 


work has been a fraudulent scheme from its 
inception. The amount of business that has 
been done is enormous, while tho amount of 
policies written will reach $1,(KW,(MMI. I be- 
lieve, over $10(1,000 worth of business was 
written in this city alone. 
If Turner is 


caught he will Iw prosecuted to tho full cx- 
tenf, a! the law. 
1 have placed the matter in 


the hands of the attorney of Duvison county, 
who will institute proceedings in the United 
States courts for tho collection nf lines 
against the company, which are £1,000 for 
each policy written. Half of this amount 
will go to the informer. I am gathering evi- 
dence every day which goes to prove that 
tho swindle, perpetrated by Turner is a gi- 
gantic one. 
The country has been worked 


thoroughly, and the receipts from his ne- 
farious work must amount to many thou- 
sands of dollars.
